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A WAR OF REVENGE- 


A War Correspoddeni Says Gom:z is Ke- 
venging the Dsath of His Son. 


In an interview with a Madrid corres- 
pondent of FE! Libera’, Senor Luis Merote, 
who was a prisoner in General Gomez's 
camp on the 14:h and 15th inetant, said : 
“T left the village of Sancti Spiritus with 
the intention of ascertaining the condi- 
tion of forte outeide the villsge. The 
evenirg was dark and I became eeparat- 
ed frem my escort. I was discovered by 
rebel scoute, captured, and corducted to 
General Gomez’s camp. General Gomez 
became quite furious. calling my act one 
of strange boldness. I tried to explain 
my presence, alleging that I desired to 
talk about the situation of the revolution 
with General Gomez. The General refused 
to talk on the enbject and threatened to 
have me shot.” A court martial was 
organized to try Morote’sa care. Senor 
Morote made ua personal defence. I 
looked for a time as if the prisoner would 
be condemned to die. The tide was 
turned bv the interference of Col. Gor- 
don, an American. He said that if the 
prisoner was executed he would immed- 
lately abandon the causa of the revolu- 
tion. “Donot ecandaliz> ue,” he said. 
“We cannot become assassings by shoot- 
ing war correspondents,” Great excite- 
ment followed these remarks, ard the 
prisoner was released. The ofticera eaid 
that the bad treatment of Morote by 
Gomez was due to the fact that Gomez 
had become d«eperate on account of the 
death of his son, and his desire for re- 
venge, 

Morote eulogizes allo Gomez's oflicors 
for their conduct toward him, H+ says 
that they confided that is necesaary that 
the war mustso0on come to anend. The 
ofticers did not mantest any hatret to 
wards Spaniards in gencral, but they were 
bitter against the Spanish politicians tor 
their errors and lack of coneideration. 
Miguel Itovarona, aide decamp to Max 
imo Giomez said that the officers dare not 
Bay suythicg against the independence 
of Cuba, the edict of General Gomez 
making such an act punishable with 
death, but from the general tone of their 
conversation he gathered that they fay- 
ored an lo;mediate settlement of the war. 
Morote ¢ays that Gom:z is making the 
war not one of emancipation, but of re- 
yenge for the death of hia son. 

The sudden disappearance of General 
Carlos Lotctl, secretary of war of the Cu- 
ban republic, Who @ bail was forfeited at 
Baltimore, gave rise to the report that 
auother expedition had started to Cuba, 
under his command. Although the 
greatest eocrecy 12 meintained in the 
office of the Juvtaabout the affair. the 
fact that Goneral HKoloff is now ct! to 
Cuba was contirmed by geome prominent 
Cubang, How .6 ¢élipped away is a 
matter which the Spanish consulate is 
trying to discoyer shrough the detec ives 
iniseerviee, Theexcedition is in fact 
the most important that bas ever gone 
to Cuba, andif it lands gafely there, it 
willbe atremendous blew to the cause 
of Spain. It carrios S090 rifles, three 
cannon, two repeating gure of an im- 
proved wake, firing each 100 ghots a 
minute, with the advantage ULat the fir 
ing can be stopped at will, and a quan- 
tity ofexpictives equa! .o ail that had 
been sont to Capa before, All the money 
collected by the Cau an delegation after 
the death of Maceo, has been spent on 
the expedition and more besides. The 
general cost was estimated at abent 
€i00.000. Amongt e Cubans it is be 
heved that the fate of the reyol tion de 
pends ina great partoa General Roloths 
succers, If he ig captured by the ~panish 
boats there is no doubi that the caure of 
Cuda will suffer cousiderably.
